averted.

HELD ON 
MURDER CHARGE 


Declares He Killed the W o m a n Wh ile 


A n g r y and Th en Dismembered Her 


B o d y — Reported T h a t Slayer Ended 


H i s Life in Prison. 


London,

14.—In 
a dispatch 
from Mnrseilles 
a correspondent of 
the Telegraph says that Yore St. Led­ 
ger Gook!, the confessed murderer of 
Em m a Levin, has hanged hlmsolf in 
prison. 


Marseilles, Aug. 14.—Vero St. Led­ 
ger Geoid has confessed that lie was 
tho 
murderer 
of Em m a 
Levin, 
a 
wealthy Swedish woman 
whose dis­ 
membered body 
was found 
in the 
trunks of Goo id and 
his wife upon 
their arrival here Aug. ll from Monte 
Carlo. 
This trunk mystery created much 
excitement, especially as it was soon 
learned that the Geoids, who are Eng­ 
lish, were of good family. 
Their ex­ 
planations of how the corpse came to 
be iii their baggage were not convinc­ 
ing and the confession of Geoid does 
not come as a surprise. 
Gook! made his confession to the 
examining 
magistrate. 
He 
related 
coolly all the details of the horrible 
crime. 
He alone had slain the wo­ 
man, lie declared and it was he who 
cut u]) her body, although his wife 
had helped him pack it away in their 
baggage. 
After tlii- had been done they both 
agreed to jo u rn ey to Marseilles, where 
they planned to cast the body into the 
sea. 
Mrs. Geoid, whose first name is 
Violet, also confessed her part in the 
crime. 
She said 
her husband had 
promised to give Emma 
Levin the 
sum of $lno for a certain reason, hut 
she demanded $100 more, which she 
wanted to give to a man friend. 


Declined to Pay the Money. 


To this Gook! objected and said he 
would not pay the extra $100. 
T here­ 
upon Emma Levin abused him. 
Referring to what happened next, 
Goold says in his confession: 
"I had been drinking and becoming 
angry I seized 
a hunting 
knife and 
buried it in E m m a ’s 
back. 
She fell 
dead. 
The next day I dismembered 
the body with a saw and a knife and 
placed the torso in a trunk and the 
head 
and legs 
in a valise. 
I 
only 
stabbed the woman once. 
The other 
wounds on her body must have been 
caused 
by shaking 
around 
in the 
trunk.” 
Goold said they carried off Emma 
Levin’s jewels, not for their value, but 
in order to prevent their discovery in 
his apartment. 
Referring to Isis family, Goold said 
his grandfather was a baronet and his 
father an Irish magistrate. 
He said 
he had long served 
secretly on the 
Irish land commission in Dublin. 
In 
1853 he moved to Montreal, where he 


s a y s he made a fortune. He then went 
to Holland, and later moved to Monte 
Carlo. 
Mrs. Goold corroborates everything 
her husband said.

WITH DAUNTLESS COURAGE

peatedly Almost to the French Guns. 


Euro peans Blamed for the Original 


Uprising. 


Tangier, Aug, lf .—Four 
thousand 
Moors att ack* • Casa Blanca Monday, 
but were repulsed. 
The tribesmen displayed dauntless 
courage, charging 
repeatedly almost 
to the French guns, but a hail of 
shrapnel finally drove theft! back with 
heavy losses. 
The fire of the war­ 
ships In the roadstead was terribly 
effective on the masses 
of 
native 
horsemen. 
The French losses were 
inconsiderable. 
Siboubektr, governor of Casa Blanca, 
has been dismissed for having abetted 
the massacre of Europeans 
at that 
place. 
Siboubekir Is now a prisonei 
on board the French cruiser Gloire. 
The transport 
Oasis, with 
troops 
from Algiers and 
Oran, has arrived 
at Casa Blanca. 
Three hundred Span­ 
ish infantrymen and 
a squadron ol 
cavalry have embarked at Cadiz for 
Casa Blanca. 
The Spanish cruiser Rio de la Plata 
has arrived at Casa Blanca, where the 
eanitary situation is said to be greatly 
Improved. 
M. Mal pun by, tho French consul nt 
Casa Blanca, who is hero, said that 
one of the causes of unrest antedating 
the original outbreak which resulted 
in the killing of eight Europeans, was 
agitation by certain Europeans in Mo­ 
rocco who are opposed to any reforms 
that might result in depriving them of 
commercial 
privileges 
unfairly 
ob­ 
tained through favoritism. 
The fee­ 
bleness of the Moroccan government 
and the notorious incapacity of the 
governor of Casa Blanca, Slboubekir, 
exercised a pernicious influence and 
the postponement of the sultan's visit 
to the south angered 
the tribesmen. 
The French consul said also that tho 
proclamation by public orders to the 
peaceful natives 
to return 
to Casa 
Blanca and resume their vocations as 
France Intended to protect all honest 
people and chastise the culpable had 
a good effect. 
M. Malpurthy said that 
the organization of the international 
police ought to lie accomplished soon. 
He said that some tribes were today 
disposed to make peace 
terms, but 
were forced to fight by the revengeful 
j Kabyles. 
‘I believe it is necessary,” said the 
French consul in conclusion, “in or­ 
der to teach a lasting and efficacious 
lesson to punish all the guilty tribes­ 
men. 
Although they are not lacking 
courage, 
they are quite 
without 
leaders or organization and absolute­ 
ly incapable of a prolonged and united 
effort.”

Paris, Aug. 14.—Following the state­ 
ment of Foreign M inister Pichon that 
France does not intend to embark on a 
conquest, of Morocco or send an ex­ 
pedition into the interior, the semi­ 
official Temps reiterates that the gov­ 
ernm ent intends to pursue 
only the 
m easure necessary to fulfill the spirit 
of the Algebras convention, adding: 
“The 
German new spapers

of yore. 
They talk of letting us conquer Moroc­ 
co and ask us in exchange to make 
certain compensations.

tain order at the open ports as well as
